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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments 
and the Examiner's rebuttal are essentially the same of record. 

Applicant's argument has been fully considered but have not been found persuasive. 

Applicant argues that claim 12 has been amended to recite an antibody "specific for" the metalloprotease consisting of the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:1; as such applicant asserts the combination of references would teach an antibody that binds ADAMTS1 but 
would not teach or suggest an antibody which is specific for SEQ ID NO:1 as claimed. 

This is not found persuasive for reasons of record. Further, the newly added limitation "specific for" does not eliminate the cross- 
reactivity and does not render the claims free of the art. 

Here, given the.teachings of Kuno et al. regarding the role of the isolated metalloproteinase, and the teachings of Campbell and Declerck 
et al. providing the method and advantages of making and using antibody, and Bost et al, and Bendayan regarding antibody cross- 
reactivity, the ordinary artisan at the time the invention was made would have had a reasonable expectation of success of producing the 
claimed antibody. 

Therefore, the invention as a whole was prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, as 
evidenced by the references, especially in the absence of evidence to the contrary.
